Cabinet Members 
Back Report 


(EXCLOSIVER 

WASHINGTON, March 28.—The 

three members of the Cabinet who 
compose the Federal Water Power 
Comm ission—Secretary of War 
Weeks, Secretary Work of the In- 
terior and Secretary Wallace of 
| Agriculture—today in person rein- 
forced the report of the commis- 
sion on the contro] of the Colo- 
rado River before the Committee 
on Arid Lands. If anyone expected 
to find a wavering adherence to 
that report and to the recommen- 
dation that the flood control and 
water power development of the 
Colorado River be handled under 
the laws creating the Federal Wa- 
ter Power Commission y were 
vattiy disappointed. 

It is difficult te estimate who was 
the most earnest in support of the 
report and many observers. could 
not decide who laid the greatest 
emphasis on the recommendations 
which the commission had already 
made in writing. 


ACTION UNANIMOUS 


It was apparent that the com- 
mission was unanimous in its po- 
sition and that it agreed that the 
future of the Colorado River can 
safely be worked out by the Wa- 
ower Commission under its 
broad powers with every protec- 
tion to the States, ample protec- 
tion for the Federal government 
and on a basis that will not involve 
the expenditure of Fetleral funds 
but with the Federal government 
in a position to recapture’ the 
plants and improvements under the 
provisions of the Water Power 
Commission law. 

Secretary Weeks, the first wit- 
ness was outspoken in his sup- 
port of the Commission report and 
deciared that this method of de- 
veloping the power possibilities 
and securing flood contro] was ap- 
parent to anyone who would take 
the trouble to investigate the real 
facts.

Quarantine rules issued by Chief 
of Police Volimer, Sheriff Traeger, 
Rudolph Snyder, inspector in 
charge, United States Bureau of 
Animal Industry, and G. H. Hecke, 
director State Department of Ag- 
riculture, prohibit all persons from 
| entering or trespassing on private 
premises along public thorough- 
fares in any close quarantine area 
except by official permit. This in- 
cludes pleasure seekers, campers, 
flower pickers, mushroom hunters, 
|salesmen, agents, peddlers, sheep 
shearers, buyers of  live-stock, 
poultry and junk. Dogs may be 
moved only in crates by common 
carriers by official permit. Officials 
may destroy dogs and cats found 
on other than owners premises 
except those under immediate con- 


trol.

OLD POLICY 


New French Government 
Will Not Alter Stand on 


Ruhr Question 


(BY CARLE AND ASSOCIATED PRESS) 

PARIS, March 29.—The foreign 
and internal policies of the new 
Poincare gevernment will be simi- 
lar in their essential lines to those 
of the old Cabinet. 

This was the unequivoca! assur- 
ance given by the various minis- 
ters at the close of the second Cab- 
inet council of the day which ad- 
journed at 8 o'clock tonight. 

Although no official announce- 
ment to that effect was made at 
the Quai D’Orsay it was learned 
that Premier Poincare informed 
his new colleagues there would 
be no change in policy, reaffirming 
his will to maintain imtact the 
Ruhr policy inaugurated fifteen 
months ago. It was along these 
lines that the Premier asked his 
new collaborators to grant him 
their confidenca, 

The Premier informed the Cab- 
inet that he would have the min- 
isterial declaration ready to submit 
to them at at 4 o'clock Sunday aft- 
ernoon, the document to be ap- 
proved definitely in the Council of 
Ministers, which will assemble an 
hour later under the chairmanship 
of President Millerand. 

The Presidential decree nomi- 
rating the new members of the 
government and outlining thelr re- 
spective functions will appear in 
the Journal Officiel tomorrow.

Almost $250,000 In fines is pald 
annually by county bootleggers, it 
was disclosed yesterday in a re- 
pért submitted to Dist.-Atty. Keyes 
by @hief Trial Deputy Fitts and 


George Contreras, head of the dry 
squad. it was estimated from 
the figu obtained from court 
records that users of bootleg liquer 
annually pay out almost four 
times as much, or about $1,000,000. 

Since June 1, 1923, when Dist.- 
Atty. Keyes went into office, $116,- 
293.62 has been collected in fines 
for violations of the Wright Act 
and the county ordinance; that’ is, 
for arrests made by investigators 
operating out of that office. Ad- 
ditional fines were obtained fer 
violations and arreste made by 
Deputy Sheriffs Wilmot and Bond 
of the Sheriff's office and by of- 
fieers of Los Angeles city and va- 
rious other incorporated cities in 
the county. 


TWO YEARS’ TOTAL 


Within the last two years fines 
totaling $154,596.75 have been col- 
lected for vielations of the Wright 
Act and the county ordiance. Thes - 
fines. so far as tabulated te date, 
are for arrests made by operatives 
of the District Attorney's office 
only. Reports on many fines so far 
have not been reported te the Dis- 
trict Attorney's office.

“This office,” he said, “received 
word from San Francisco yester- 
day that a strike at the new Stan- 
dard Ol! office building here would 
be called Monday. We immedi- 
ately sent out an investigator, who 
visited the job, and he brought 
back word that our information i« 
in the main correct. 

“I do not believe, however, that 
the strike is being promoted by 
the American Federation of Lab- 
bor as an organization or by Sam- 
uel Gompers personally, though 
my information on those twvo 
points is not, of course, official. 
The man behind the strike here is 
Abe Muir, organizer for the Ca#- 
penters’ Union, whe made an ab- 
solute fiasco of a city-wide car- 
penters’ strike called here last 
May. 

“At that time 17,000 carpenters 
were called out. The men then 
asked $10 a day and union condi- 
tions and my information is that 
their demands are the same here 
now. Muir's strike was a com- 
plete fizzle; only about 175 car- 
penters’ obeyed his call. 

“He had acted on the strength 
of a referendum vote, the result 
of which was not sufficiently Ae a 
resentative of union membership 
here to earn the sanction of the 
federation or the promise of strike 
benefits. Muir's prestige suffered 
heavily from the fizzle of his strike, 
after he had taken it upon him- 
self to act without national] sup- 
port, and he has ben trying ever 
since to atir i trouble in the 
hope of rehabilitating himself in 
the esteem of his superiors and 
of keeping his hold on his fol- 
lowers. 

“The strike now threatened, I 
believe, is without the backing of 
the federation.

It hap been argued that the 
waters washed away the Alaskan 
land bridge before the arrival of 
the Indians. The argument appears 
sqund, for the evidence indicates 
that the firet Indians arrived not 
longer htan 10,000 years axo, 
whereas the bridge may have dis- 
appeared some 20,000 years ago. 
Remnants of the bridge remained 
as stepping stones, however, the 
Diomede Islands (which were in- 
habited by Bakimos when discov- 
ered) being in the middle of Bering 
Stralt. Shallow waters suggest the 
recent submergence of ridges be- 
tween the islands and mainiands. 
But if Bering Strait had been as 
wide as now tt could have been 
croated in skin kyaks, just as Es- 
kimios and native Siberians cross it 
now during summer months. On 
clear days land is visible from 
either side. It goes without saying 
that, if a tribe of primitive hunt- 
ers, wandering away from the 
original mainiand, 
been able to cross all the rivers 
between the home-land and North- 
eastern Siberia, they would expe- 
rience little difficulty in crossing 
Bering Strait. 


HUNTED NORTHWARD 

The -question arises, why should 
human beings wander northward 
when the southlands wefe more 
congenia!’ Among the bones of 
those early human huuters are 
found more bones of reindeér than 
of any other hunted animal. It was 
the noblest game they chased and 
the worthiest as well. From its skin 
they fabricated clothing: its flesh 
was considered the choicest food, 
and in its antlers they found nee- 
dle-pointed weapons and imple- 
ments, which were almost as serv- 
iceable as steel. 

The reindeer has not changed 
much since primitive times. Then, 
as now, it migrated north and 
south. with the seasons.

Stagement in the scope of its de- 
terrent effect upon the Johnson 
effort must be considered the an- 
nouncement by William Wrigley. 
Jr., one of the Senator's principal 
financial backers and political ad- 
visers, that, being unable to see 
any progress in Mr. Johnson's 
candidacy. Mr. Wrigley finds him- 
self unable longer to associate 
himself with his erstwhile politi- 
cal portege and would like to have 
it generally known that the Chi- 
cCazo gUm magnate regards the 
nomination of President Coolidge 
as “a cinch.” 

Reports coming apparently from 
reliable sources indicate that Mr. 
Wrigtey contributed very heavily 
to the Johnson campaign fund. 
Perhaps as much as $125,000, and 
while explaining out of his per- 
sonal friendship for Senator John- 
son that Mr. Johnson never per- 
sonally asked him for a contribu- 
tion, Mr. Wrigley admite that he 
hag declined to make further con- 
tributions.

Adoo leaders express entire con- 
fidence of controlling the meeting 
and electing delegates to the New 
York National Convention § alto- 
gether favorable to McAdoo. 
“Absolute inetructions for Mc- 
Adoo have been secured in the only 
other three States which have 
acted. In North Dakota, with ten 
delegates, there were two factions 
in the Democratic party, but both 
favored McAdoo and therefore will 
vote for him to the end. South 
Dakota, which also has ten dele- 
gates, was fought bitterly but re- 
ports indicate some counties car- 
ties carried by as high as 15 to 1, 
while the entire State has gone 
better than 2 to 1. The McAdoo 
ticket of delegates was opposed by 
a fusion ticket supposed to Ve un- 
instructed but in reality favorable 
to William Randolph Hearst. Mc- 
Adoo himeelf invaded the State, 
basing his appeal on his public 
record and on a program of re- 
form in agriculture, railroad legis- 
lation, the tariff, and in-the ad- 
ministration at Washington. 
“Georgia, wifh twenty-eight del- 
egates, furnished the first clean- 
cut contest between McAdoo and 
Underwood. Both sides used 
their full strength. Underwood 
sent in speakers of national 
prominence and McAdoo himself | 
spoke in four or five of the larger 
cities and in many emal!l towns.

Pictures and Bronzes Have

Tt is typical of Charles Russell. 
noted western painter, that on his 
list of men who own his pictures, 
jhe places Will Rogers, Douglas 
Fairbanks and Bill Hart before the 
Prince of Wales and the Duke of 
Connaught. 


That is what one would expect 
of him. The crowned heads of Eu- 
rope hold no dazzling charn& for 
him but there is an answering note 
of understanding with Will and 
Doug and Bill.

,Of aman, vigorous, vital and 
| Stripped of nonessentials. In his 
exhibition of pictures and bronzes 
the Biltmore galleries this 


week, these qualities stand out pri- 
marily. 


He is a man’s man and alwa 
has been. As a boy of 15 in St. 
‘Louis, he suffered acutely until his 
three unsuccessful attempts to run 
away West finally ended in a 
fourth adventure which took him 
to Montana with a horse and his 
paints as his only assets. Even 
the food was missing. A trapper 
stumbled on to him and took him 
into his camp when he was on the 
edge of starvation. 


TRAPPED AND HERDED 

From then until 1893 he trapped 
and herded cows, living in bunk- 
houses of Montana and carrying 
his paints in his boots. No one 
thought his paintings amounted to 
much in those days: However, one 
winter when the cattle were dying 
by bundreds from the cold, he drew 
& sketch of a cow dying in the 
snow with a wolf creeping up. The 
manager of the ranch sent it to 
the owner in the East instead of 
a letter to tell him the bad news. 
Cattle men all over the country 
featured it and for the first time 
Charlie Russell saw the glimmer- 
ings of something which meant a 
bit more in life than herding cows. 

Mr. Russell is still chuckling 
over the man who in 1893 sent 
for him to come to Great Falls. 
Mont., and paint for him. He was 
offered $75 « month and was ex- 
pected to turn out paintings as if 
he were sawing wood. The idea 
didn't appeal to him so he found 
himself out on his own, painting 
when he felt like it and making 
ase much as a picture. He 
now gets $10

And be it further resolved that 
we remonatrate against the crant- 
ing of such permits and privileges 
and request that the City Council 
refuse the pending pétitions of 
said railroad companies. 

Be it further resolved that a 
copy of this resolution be presented 
to the City Council and the first 
opportunity by a committee to be 
appointed and selected for such 
purpose.

WAR BILL TAKES

desk he performs the simple feat 
of memorizing them. In the courre 
ef an hour's interview he reeled 
off statistics dealirig with prac- 
tically every department of the 
government and without once ap- 
pealing to any book of references. 
To my initial question he respond- 
ed promptly and laconically: 

“Twenty-one billion dollars. 

“Could yow reduce that,” I sug- 
gested, “to some form which an 
ordinary person might grasp? 
What does that astronomical fig- 
ure mean in actual dollars and 
cente to the average American [tax- 
payer?” 

“It means that roughly one dol- 
lar out of every three he paye in 
taxes goes to pay for the war.” 

That seemed getting down to 
understandable figures so I asked 
Mr. Madden for some details. 


SIMPLE FIGURES 

“The figures are really very sim- 
ple.” he sald. “Our war or bonded 
debt today is, aa I have said, $21,- 
000,000,000. The yearly interest 
charges on that are $890,000,000 
and in addition we set aside $319,- 
000,000 for a sinking fund to be 
applied toward paying off the 
principal. That gives you a total 
of $1,200,000 while our total gov- 
ernment costs are $3,400,000,000," 

I struggled with a sum in. men- 
tal arithmetic and remarked that 
three times the war charges would 
be $200,000,000 more than the to- 
tal government budget. 

“Quite true.” replied Mr. Mad- 
Gen, “we have an offset in the 
payments which England is mak- 
ing on her debt to us and which. 
amount to about $200,000,000 year- 


“What would the difference be 
{f our other foreign debtors were 
| to y us’ I asked. 
| “Tf they were to pay us on the 
}game basis as England it would 

mean a total of about $590,000,000 
a year.” 

| “Tf things remain as they are 
how long is it going to take us 
to completely pay off our war, bill?” 

“We should be able to take up 
the entire debt in about twenty- 
fve years. Of course during that 

riod we would increase our sink- 
ng fund and also reduce our taxes. 
That caleulation might easily he 
upset however, by increases in ex- 
penses which we do not now fore- 
see. We are almost certain to 
have further demands on the part 
of the veterans and if we have to 
pay a bonus naturally we will have 
a big setback.” 

“Outside of this gradual paying- 
off of the war debt what relief 
can the American taxpayer look 
for through reduced government 
expenditures? According to the 
figures the government's normal 
expenses today are about twice 
what they were in 1913. What its 
the prospect-for a reduction in 
that direction?” 


EXPENSES CUT TO BONE 

“I do not know that we can 
look for any very great reduction 
in government expenses,” replied 
Mr. Madden slowly. “It is quite 
true that our present normal 


budget, excluding war detts, is 
about dowble that of 1913 but that 
is not due in any sense to extrava- 
cance on the part of the govern- 
ment. On the contrary we have 
pared expenses to the bone and 
we are running the country today 
on the most economical basis it 
has ever known in its history. 
What our critics choose to ignore 
is that everything the government 
pays for today costs just twice as 
much as it did in 1913. Take the 
Army, which has been cut to the 
danger mark, and yet which costs 
us $275,000,000 ads against $116,- 
000,000 tn 1913, or the Navy, 
where we have economized until 
competent authorities tell us we 
have not enough men to man our 
ships, and for which we are pay- 
ing $290,000,000 as against $129.-. 
000,000 in 1913. We are paying 
our soldiers and sallors $2 for 
every $1 we gave them before the 
war and the same thing holds true 
fur our labor, our supplies and 
practically everything else that the 
fovernment buys. 

“If you take those things into 
consideration you will find that ft 
is actually costing us less to run 
the country today than it was in 
1913, taking the relative value of 
money then and now into con- 
sideration. It is easy to make 
loose charges of extravagance but 
we started the fiscal year of 1922 
with a $759.000.6000 deficit and at 
the end of that year by = sheer 
economy had turned that defictt 
into a surplus of $313,000.000. In 


1923 we turned a $698,909.000 de. 
ficit Into a $310,000,000 surplus

F. Marion Crawford, author of 
“The White Sister,” the Henry 
King production of which, featur- 
ing LAllian Gish, is entering its last 
two weeks at the Mission Thea- 
ter, is a native of Italy. The well- 
known novelist was a son of 
Thomas Crawford, sculptor, and 
a nephew of the famous Julia 
Ward Howe. He was educated 
partly at Concord, N. H., partly 
in Italy and partly in England, 
where he had a private tutora nd 
also was a student at Trinity Col- 
lege. For a short time he was at 
Heidelberg and then at the Uni- 
versity of Rome, where he stud- 
ied Sanskrit. . 

In 1879 he went to India to edit 
a daily newspaper, the Indian 
Herald. He came to America in 
1881 and two years later went 
back to Italy to make his perma- 
nent home near Sorrento, where 
he wrote the novels for which he 
is famous. He died at Sorrento 
in April, 1909. 

Although his writings have been 
chiefly fiction, Crawford did some 
work in philosophy and philology. 
Despite the fact that he was one 
of the most prolific of writers, he

A novel of the days when the 
Barbary Coast pirates ruled the 
Mediterranean and when pirate 
corsairs and tebees were combing 
the high seas in search of loot. it 
was in those days, some 130-odd 
years ago, when the press gang 
plied its nolsomg trade and many 
good American merchantmen were 
torn from the decks of their own 
ships to be impressed into service 
in the British navy.

CLASH ON RIGHTS 

Wherefore the plaintiff in this 
case claims that for years it—or 
they——have ben deriving most of 
its water from the Kaweah River 
and ite branches. The plaintifi 
claims a prior legal right to the 
waters of the important section of 
the Kaweah Delta. But the de- 
fendant irrigation company, which 


is closer and more favorably ait- 
uated to the Kaweah Delta, it is 
claimed, has been illegally tapping 
the waters of the Kaweah Deita. 
Which the defendant denies. So 
the Tulare Irrigation District is 
seeking an injunction permanently 
to restrain the Lindsay-Strathmare 
Irrigation District from taking wa- 
ter from the Kaweah Delta on the 
ground, among others, that the de- 
fendant and those it serves are de- 
pieting the water supply of its 
(Tulare Irrigation . District's) cus- 
tomers. And ult mately, the latter 
water company avers, a vast fer- 
tile and potentially fertile terri- 
tory will become practically arid 
as a result of the defendant's as- 
serted illegal drainage. To which 
the defendant replies nay, not 80; 
and besides, we have a perfectly 
natural well as legal right to 
ail the water we can get up our 
way. And that’s approximately the 
Question at issue—a question that 
invoives millions of dollars; more 
money in fact than is involved in 
any other present pending litiga- 
tion in the courts of California. 
So in July, 1916, almost eight 
years ago, the action which had 
been pending in the Superior 
Court of Tulare county came up 
for trial before Judge W. P. “Wal- 
lace in Visalia. Judge Wallace, 
mittently for 0 days, final 
cided that the plaintiff 
cohorts were right and was on the 
point of issuing a permanent in- 
Junction against 


of prohibition from the Su reme 
Court, the highest court fo the 
State. In support of the writ the 
defendant pleaded that Judge 
Wallace was disqualified from de- 
ciding the case because he was the 
owner of a piece of prope 
560x150 plot on which he lived—in 
Visalia, which was in the terri- 
tory embraced in the litigation. 
Therefore, under the law it could 
be pleaded that the trial judge was 
prejudiced and, for the purpose of 
this case, it must be assumed that 
he was.

RIGHT AT START 

Thus, the case was right back 
where it had started from—as if 
it had never been tried.

L. Jones of Nevada county refer- 
ring the case to the Governor of 
the Stace, who was asked to desig- 
nate a juuge from some d' stant 
county in the State. Gov. Stephens, 
in April, 1920, designated Judge 
Dudley Kinsell of Alamcda county 
as the trial judge.

DISCOVERY AIDS 
HAWAIIAN FRUIT 


Wild Apple Traps Scourge 
of Island Groves 


Growers Hope to Resume 
California Trade 
Quarantine Holds Despite 
Federal Campaign 


(BY DISPATCH) 
HONOLULU, March 29.——In an 
accidental discovery by a Japanese 
fruit-grower who lives in a remote 
corner of a mountain valley on the 
Island of Hawall lies the possibil- 
ity of a successful fight against the 
Mediterranean fruit fiy, a scourge 
which descended upon Hawall's 
horticultural! industries more than 
a decade ago. 

A successful fight against the 
Mediterranean fly, in turn, would 
open up «a big avenue of trade be- 
tween Hawali and California. This 
trade is now impossible because of 
the Pacific Coast uarantine 
against fruits which the fy attacks 
here in the islands. 

The discovery of the Japanese, 
M. Kawahara, is that a native 
wild apple, the so-called star ap- 
ple, is extremely attractive to the 
fruit files. They seek out these 
apples, attack with their long bor- 
ing apparatus, pierce the skin and 
settle down to a succulent repast. 


FLIES DIE ON SURFACE 

The apple, however, has a meth- 
o4 of retaliation for this intrusion. 
It exudes a thick, sweetish, sticky 
substance, and the greedy files are 
trapped on the surface of the ap- 
ple and die a lingering albett sac- 
charine death. 

Kawahara, seeing the vast num- 
bers of fruit files which are 
trapped on the surface of one ap- 
ple, and thereby killed, has come 
to the conclusion that if these ap- 
ple trees should be planted all over 
the territory, they will destroy 
large numbers of files and ulti- 
mately may be a sufficient check 
to the pest. 

The Mediterranean fruit fly is 
supposed to have come here from 
Australia. It made its appearance 
more than ten years ago and at 
first little heed was paid to it. 


EXPERTS STUDY PEST 

Then it began to infest many 
varieties of fruit, and became such 
@ menace that lifornia raised « 
rigid quarantine and the Federal 
government was interested enough 
to send entomological experts to 
help wage a campaign againat it. 

It took years to find the natural 
enemy of the fruit fy—a minute 
parasite which infests the fly in its 
native habitat. Since the introduc- 
tion of this parasite the fruit fly 
has been checked but not elimi- 
nated, and the quarantine atill 
continues, Hawaii cannot ship 
such delicious fruits as mangoes 
and avocado pears to California.

MEXICO CITY, March 29.—The 
Mexican government has sub- 
mitted to Washington the names 
of Hipolito tiIrigoyen, Epitacio 
Pessoa and Julio Acosta, former 
presidents of Argentina, Brazil and 
Costa Rica, respectively, for choice 
of two of the three mentioned as 
neutral arbitrators on an interna- 
tional commission,to settle claimse 
between Mexico and the United 
States. 

The names were submitted in ac- 
cordance with an agreement with 
Mexico City last year, under which 
Mexico has first right to nominate 
neutral abritrators.. It is under- 
stood the Mexican government 
chose the former South American 
executives because these men were 
unintrested in claims and there- 
fore would be unbaised. 

Should the United States be un- 
able to accept two of the three 
named, it will have the right to 
suggest others but this it not antici- 
pated in official circles here. Un- 
der the terms of the appoint- 
ments, it is stipulated that one 
delegate will officiate in Mexico 
City and the other in Washington. 
Appointments must be made within 
two months after ratification of the 
claims convention by the respec- 
tive countries.

Treasury Rules Foreign 
Companies Must Pay Levy 
on Outbound Traffic

Foreign steamship interests have 
lost their three-year fight to avoid 
payment of a portion of the taxes 
on Income derived from transpor- 
tation of traffic originating within 
the United States. The Treasury 
tonight made public an opinion re- 
centiy submitted by Atty.-Gen. 
Daugherty upholding the govern- 
ment’s right to tax income from 
sources within the. United States, 
reaffirming a ruling handed down 
Department of Justice in 

The ruling applies in a general 
way to other foreign corporations 
but more specifically te shipping. 
inasmuch as the right to tax the 
income of the corporations doing | 
business here—as ifferentiated 
from the act of transporting——has 
not been challenged. 

Foreign shipping interests con- 
tended that the tax should apply 
only to a portion of the earnings 
from transporting a cargo in a 
foreign-owned bottom to a foreign 
shore. The Treasury's view, as 
now expressed in a decision which 
becomes binding upon revenue 
collectors, was that the law ap- 
plied to the whole operation.

San Diego Capitalist Takes Over Corner on Los 
Angeles Street for Hotel Site 


Falling in the path of an irresistible development, another land- 
mark will be demolished to make way for a more modern building. 
The old Arcadia Block, for many decades a historic showplace of Los 
Angeles, has been‘leased for ningty-nine years to Louis J. Wilde, San 
Diego capitalist, as the site for a proposed height-limit workingman’s 
hotel to cost in excess of $1,000,000.

The leading lights of the realty 
business in California have lofty 
alms for the future. It ts their 
desire not only to dignify the bual- 
ness and to standardize it, but to 
raise it to the rank of a profes- 
sion. This is a laudable ambition 
and worthy of the effort they are 
making. It may never be realized, 
for it is doubtful whether a stuf- 
ficient degree of technical training 
will ever be necessary to qualify 
the business for the title of pre- 
feasion.

Formation of Loan 


Companies to Sponsor Realty 


- Development Predicted by Banker 


Predicting the formation of loan companies to finance real-estate 
development, John T. Cooper, vice-president of the Security Trust and 
Savings Bank analyses “The Realtor’s Relation with His Banker” is 
an article published in the current tasue of The Realtor, the offictal 
magazine of the Los Angeles Realty Board. 


Mr. Cooper expressed the fol- 
lowing opinion: “It is very prob-

Bridle paths have become an important as well as an essential part 
of civic development. Not until recently has the significance of the 
bridle path as a feature of our recreational life been clearly under- 


stood in Los Angeles, but finally, I 
and there is promise that we will 
other large cities in America. 

As a community and as a State 
we have advanded magnificently 
in the construction of motoring 
highways, and in thie way have 
accomplished a tremendous service 
for the automobile industry, not 
forgetting also the advantage we 
have gained in advertising the op- 
portunity for pleasure travel. But 
in connection with our elaborate 
stheme of highways improvement 
-——the finest, perhaps, to be found 
anywhere in the United States—no 
thought has been given the need 
of bridle paths as an encourage- 
ment to horseback riding and to 
the development of our increasing- 
ly important equine interests.

BELGIAN TEXTILES 

The position of textile sellers and 
producers remains strong in spite 
of the appearance of labor unrest 


due to higher living costs result- 
ing from the depreciation of the 
Belgian franc. Linen weavers are 
heavily engaged and generally re- 
fusing additional omiers, says Act- 
ing Commercial Attache 8. H. 
Cross in a cable to the Department 
of Commerce. Irish mills continue 
to absorb a considerable amount 
of Belgian linen yarn, and the 
American demand ie heavy in some 
lines; prices have been forced up 
by competitive bidding of American 
buyers. 

The domestic cotton business is 
hampered by price «fluctuations, 
and deals in th yarns and fab- 
rics aré generally restricted.

When it is considered that fully 
one-fourth of all shipments are to 
points in San Fernando Valley, 
hatchéry men and poultry raisers 
declare the expansion of the poul- 
try industry is remarkable. 

It has been determined bv ex- 
periment that the industry is a pay- 
ing one. a8 one man doing the 
work can easily care for from 1500 
to 2500 hens on a two and one- 
half-acre tract. Tt is estimated 
that each hen should return a gross 
annual income of $4, and that by 
operating the plant at highest ef- 
ficiency the net returns to the 
poultry man should run from 
$3000 to $4500 for his labor, ac- 
cording to the number of hens. 

Van Nuys methods have demon- 
strated that the average poultry 
man can earn anywhere from $1.50 
to $2.50 per hen each year, de- 
pending upon the number of young 
chicks carried in proportion to the 
mature stock, and the ability of 
the rancher to raise his chicks and 
care for the laying hena.

GIVE "EM A BATH 

During your spring house clean- 
ing for the automobile, wash your 
fenders above and below. remove 
or have removed all dents, tighten 
or replace al! loose screws and nuts. 
If a section of your fender vibrates 
through an insufficient number of 
screws, it is easy to add one. All 
@f these things should be done be- 
fore touching up enamel. 

If you are having your car re- 
Painted. the fenders should be 
epameled, too. Don't use cheap 
paints on fenders. They will not 
Stand up. Your paint dealer will 

mmend quick-drying enamels 
to cover the rust spots on the un- 
Gerside. The same applies to oth- 
er sheet-metal parts exposed to 
road splash. Radiator shelle and

Examine your sheet-meta] parts 
on all sides and underneath car 


tubes between sheet-metal joints. 
These can be concealed if applied 
carefully so as not to present an 
unsightly appearance. 


WATCH THE SCREWS 

Examine screws carefully that 
hold radiator core to its shell also 
bolts or studs that fasten radiator 
to frame. This ia important as a 
loose radiator will develop leaks in 
the core which sometimes cannot 
be repaired. Replace missing 
ecrews or lock washers at all 
points. 

After all screws and bolts have 
been tightened or replaced on 
the above points, touch up all ex- 
posed meta! surfaces including the 
heads of screws and nuts. One rus- 
ty-headed,. screw looks very un- 
sightly against a bright ename! or 
painted surface. Further rust that 
drips down from. exposed meta! 
surfaces during wet weather wil! 
stain both enamel and varnish sur- 
faces, and often cannot be re- 
moved by polish. 

Don't forget when retiring your 
car at any time, always make sure 
that you have the same size tires 
on both rear wheels and front and 
that your fenders will provide suf- 
ficient clearance for oversize cord 
tires if you decide to put them on. 
Cord tires usually run larger than 
the same eaize fabric. Further, when 
you damage a fender see that there 
are no sharp projections that may

REGULAR ATTENTION 
NEEDED FOR TIRES 


New tires should receive special 
attention at regular intervals dur- 
ing the breaking in period just 
as well as new motors, thinks Max 
Shiffner of the Commercial Tire 
Company here. 

“Nearly all motorists these days 
know_enovgh to drain the oil from 
the crankcase of a new car at the 
end of 500 miles,” he says, “and 
to repeat this operation at least 
every additional thousand miles 
during the life of the car. They 
know that such a course prolengs 
the life of the car by keeping the 
motor free from particles of grit, 
and other foreign substances. 

“Similar treatment should be 
accorded tires for the same gen- 
eral reasons. Any tire would stand 
a much better chance of delivering 
all the mileage built Into it at the 
factory. if at the end of every 
2500 miles of service, it was re-

convict labor, in quantity, to contractors, 
but the results have been bad, both for the 
State and for the convicts. 


“Now comes California with a new plan, 
they work. Pronounced criminals, men 
prison wardens, welfare workers in the 


good results to the State and to the con- 
victs. The law provides that the State, 
through the California State Highway Com- 
mission, shall employ on the const 

of its highways all available convicts, and 
shall pay them $2.50 a day for every day 
they work. Pronounced criminals, men 
convicted of manslaughter and of degrees 
of murder which do not carry capital pun- 
ishment, so that the are held in pent- 
tentiaries, are barred, but the prisoner 
known as the ‘ordinary’ convict, who per- 
haps has committed his first crime and 
probably will ‘go straight’ if given the op- 
portunity, is included in the workings of 
this plan. .. 

“The law was drawn up by Julian H. Alco 
of San Francisco who has been for years a 
welfarg worker -for of the largest 
Protestant churches in the prisons of Call- 
fornia. -It was actively supported by some 
of the wardens and prison authorities, and 
opposed by none, and so won the recogni- 
tion of the new State administration, head- 
ed by Gov. Friend W. Richardson. It is 
claimed that for every 1500 convicts so em- 
ployed, $1,000,000 will be saved every year 
to the taxpayers. I talked with Mr. Alco, 
on the day that he returned from the 
several camps of convicts, established un- 
der the new law, and, while we talked, a 
half-dozen men whom he had helped to 
paroles from San Quentin and from Folsom, 
called on the telephone to report. The smil- 
ing little man, apparently without a care 
in the world, has passed years of his life 
within prison walls as a voluntary worker 
in the behalf of men whom the State re- 
strained, and out of his experience has 
come a law intended to prepare the convict 
for a better life; to provide his dependents 
with a livelihood, and the prisoner himeelf 
with strength to retain his self-respect and 
his initiative. 


“The idea grew out ofthe unfortunate 
relationship between the State and the con- 
vict,” said Mr. Alco, disdaining to give him- 
self any credit. “The actual cost of send. 
ing a man to prison—trial, judges, 
neys, juries, police and transportation— 
ranges from $1000 to $5000, a minimum av 
erage of $1000. California spent, in the bi- 
ennial period of 1921-22. approximately 
$300,000 on transportation alone for con- 
victed men to penitentiaries. Further than 
this, it costs the State en average of $1 a 
day to keep a man in prison, that is, let us 
say, $350 a year, a low estimate. After the 
State has had a man in prison, it releases 
him to start life all over—with $5 in cash, 
but with no initiative, no resistance to 
criminal influences, no clothing and no job. 
When the law was passed giving the re- 
leased convict $5, that sum was equivalent 
to $15 now; today, it will barely sustain 
him for two days. The new law provides 
that the men are to be paid $2.50 for each 
and every day on which they work. This

Thus the law 
provides the man with méney and work, 
and in addition has preserved his initiative 
and his self-respect. 


““The work gets the man out of prison 
and out of prison thought; it gets him 
away from instruction in crime, puts him 
amid clean, healthful surroundings, and 
gives him the greatest opportunity to “come 
back” ever offered. To secure the future 
of a convict who has paid his so-called 
“debt” to society, employment must be ob- 
tained for him. In most cases, the work 
followed by the man previous to his arfest 
is closed. The workingman, the laborer, 
seldom goes to prison; it is the clerk, the 
book-keeper, the salesman, or the profes 
sional man who makes up the larger part 
of our prison population. These men can- 
not return to their regular work, but they 
can be taught new work, without expense 
to the State of installing machinery in the 
penitentiaries, and without the State com- 
ing into conflict with free labor or the or- 
ganizations of free labor. The law forbids 
the “letting out” of the man to any con- 
tractor; they can be employed only by the 
State, and only on the work of road con- 
struction. The man who has served h 
time in a road camp has a job open in a 
free road camp when he is discharged, and 
needs no rcommndation to get this job: 
the State’s word is back of him.’ 


“The law was prepared after long con- 
ferences with the labor unions on the cont 
petition of convict Jabor with free laber, 
but the measure was so drawn that the 
laboring people are protected. Putting the 
men at work on the State highways elim- 
inates the pecessity of employing the con- 
victs within the penitentiary at occupations 
whose production comes into competition 
with free labor. The highways construct- 
ed by the State with convict labor dre in 
remote sections, in the mountains, away 

m the centers of free labor. This pre 

minary work was done by Mr. Alco, before 
he obtained the approval of the Governor. 
Guards are kept chiefly to maintain disci- 
pline, but they are being eliminated from 
the road-work itself simply by increasing 
the reward for an escaped convict from 
$50 to $200, and deducting that amount from 
the pay of all the men in the camp when 
one escapes. Heretofore, this reward could 
not be paid to an officer of the law or to 
another convict. Now it can be- paid to 
either. The result is that the convicts 
strive to prevent escapes, knowing that the 
reward comes out of their own pockets: 
or, if a man escapes, strive to get him back, 
so that the reward so paid may be turned

I would 
take the place of Don Joseph Galvez, In- 
spector-General (1765-1771) of New Spain;

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Climate, Sunshine and Crime 


HE condition of the atmosphere bas 
much to do with our physical and 
mental and even with our moral con- 
dition. Why not? We could live 

lees than five minutes without air. 

An old English saying rans: “When the 
wind is in the east, ‘tis neither good for 
man nor beast.” Sometimes, when you get 
up in the morning, and the air is dry and 
full of electricity—as ft so often is in this 
semiarid southwestern country—you are 
likely to feel irritable, nervous and morose. 
Next day, when the wind comes from an- 
other direction, or after a rain has washed 
the air, and it contains plenty of moisture, 
you feel like a different being. 

Epidemics of disease are largely due to 
atmospheric conditions, affecting those 
whose blood is impure, and, therefore, lack- 
ing in resistance. Those who have made 
a study of this subject can almost predict 
when an epidemic of smalipox is due. 

I received from Dr. Alexander Haig of 
London, a reprint of an interesing article 
from the Vegetarian Messenger on “Brac- 
ing versus Relaxing Climate.”. It is signed 
“M.D.” 1 suspect that this “M.D.” is Dr. 
Haig bimeelf. Here are a few somewhat 
novel suggestions: 

“A bracing climate ts just one more 
means (like tea, coffee, alcohol and opium) 
of calling out reserves and getting, for a 
time, above the line of nutrition. ... 

“If a man goes to a relaxing climate, as 
it is called, he will not call out his reserves 
but will keep them intact. He will not ac- 
cumulate waste products, as they will pass 
out day by day. He will not do too much, 
he may even be a little below nutrition 
level or time: but when he gets back home 
he will still have his reserves intact and 
will have no accumulation of waste prod- 
ucts to deal with . 

“Bracing climates may be useful to a 
who, living on wrong foods, are low, pol 
soned, depressed, full of waste 
and below their proper nutrition line of 
combustion and power. But it is obviously 
better still to have lived naturally and so 
to be always on the line, neither above nor 
below it, and to carry all the work of life 
in your stride... 

“What, then, ts the last word about cll- 
mate?’ Leave the bracing climate for those 
who are fll or convalescing or who are in 
danger of their lives from accumulating 
waste products. Get on to right lines in 
diet and drink, and one will find that all 
things will work together more and more 
for their good.” 

We justly boast about our 300 days a year 
of sunshine in Southern California. Sun- 
shine may. be overdone. 

Lieut.-Col, Charlies Woodruff of the United 
States Army (now retired) claims that con- 
tinned bright sunlight is harmful to the 
blond races, producing insanity and crime, 
and that the only parts of the United 
States fit for the white race to live in are 
the Puget Sound country and Alaska ‘iI 
suggested to Col. Woodruff that blond boys 
at the beach become tanned like Yaqui 
Indians. He replied that the eyes do not 
tan, which Is true. Always shield the eyes 
from the sun. 

One may have too much of the sun. I 
found that out sixty years ago, when 1 
spent a July in Italy, where they had a 

saying: “Only dogs and Englishmen walk 

in the sun.” 

Here are truthful remarks on California 
sunshine, put into the mouth of his hero by 
Jack London, in his book “The Valley of 
the Moon:” 

“Too much sun ain't good. I've worked 
that out. Sunshine is like liquor. Did you 
ever notice how good you felt when the sun 
comes out after a week of cloudy weather? 
Well, that sunshine was just like a jolt of 
whisky. Had the same effect. Made you 
feel good all over. Now when you're 

_ swimmin’, an’ come out an’ lay in the sun, 
how good you feel. That's because you're 
lappin’ up a sun cocktail. But suppose you 
lay there In the sand a couple of hours. 
You don't feel so good. You're so slow 
movin’ it takes you a long time to dress 
You go home draggin’ your legs an’ feelin’ 
rotten, with all the life sapped outa you. 
What's that? It's the ‘katzenjammer. 
You've been soused to the ears in sunshine, 
like so much whisky, an’ now you're payin’ 
aS That's why fog in the climate is 

I recently came across the following sug- 
gestion as to the effect of high mountain 
sunshine on the skin. 


by Dr. Douglas W. Montgomery of Gan 
Francisco in the California State Journal of 
Medicine: 

“The light of the high mountains, be 
cause of being very rich in actinic rays, is 
much more active in causing this degenera- 
tion than that of the sea level. As the light 
travels down through the atmosphere the 
short, chemic, actinic rays are much more 
rapidly absorbed than the longer red rays 
of the heat end of the spectrum. This 
richness in actinic rays of light at high al- 
titudes is the reason why snowburn in 
the mountains is so much more severe than 
at lower levels.” 

Jack London writes as follows of his ex- 
perience, gathered during a long sailing 
trip among the islands of the South Pa 
cific: 

“White men in the tropics undergo radl- 
cal changes of nature. They become sav 
age, merciless. They commit monstrous 
acts of cruelty that they would never 
dream of committing in their original tem- 
pérate climate. They become nervous, ir- 
ritable and less moral; and they drink as 
they never drank before. Drinking is one 
of the many forms of degeneration that set 
in when white men are exposed too long to 
too much white light. The increase of al- 
coholic consumption is automatic. The 
tropics is no place for a long sojourn. 
White men seem doomed to die anyway, 
and the heavy drinking expedites the proc- 
ess. They don't reason about it. They 
just do it.” 

This together with the free consumption 
of that poisonous drug, quinine, explains 
many of the unspeakable brutalities perpe- 
trated by white men in tropical countries, 
as. for instance, the Congo, and East Africa 
and Brasil. 
forecaster at Sacramento, the dry wind 
which occasionally sweeps down the Sacra- 
mento Valley increases the number of mur- 
ders and other crimes. Mr. Taylor also men- 
tions that in the early days of California 
the arid and aggravating norther was al- 
ways considered as an extenuating circum- 
stance in a murder. 

Finally, I come to the most important 
question of, diet touched upon by Dr. Haig 
—a question one never can escape from, 
whether in the tropics, or in the Arctic 
Cirele. The physical—and consequently 
mental and moral—ill-effects of a tropical 
climate on white men may be greatly modi- 
fied by adopting an abstemious, fruitarian 
dietary. This has been fully proved on the 
Gold Coast of West Africa, one of the most 
unhealthy climates in the world, and in 
other places, by men who have preserved 
their health and sanity and morals for 
many years, by adopting a diet natural to 
the country in which they live. Anglo 
Sarons alone, among the races of the earth, 
contemptuous of “niggers,” ag they term all 
dark-skinned races—some of whom are su- 
perior to the average white—seldom adapt 
themselves to their surroundings, carrying 
their dietetic and other habits wherever 
they go—and suffering for it.

SINAIA (Rumania) 
Let me give you 
some snapshots of high 
and low life in Re 
mania. We are on the 
streets of Sinala, the 
great summer resort of 
East Purope, situated 
in a valley of the Car- 
pathians, as high as 
the tops of the Alle- 
ghenies, with great 
wooded hills rising a 
half mile or so above 
it. It is one of the 
beauty spots of the world. To the east and 
south are the plains of old Ramania, ending 
only at the Danube and the Black Sea. To 
the north and west is Transylvania, a moun- 
tinous province half as large as New York, 
which the Hungarians lost by the treaties, 
and all around are the mighty Carpathians. 
The place is the summer playground of the 
rich of this part of the world. It has the 
summer home of the King, and his court 
hovers round him. Indeed, it might be 
called the Simla of Rumania, or, better per- 
haps, of Southeastern Europe, for all the 
world hereabéut comes to this place to see 
and be seen.

Practicing the Attempt ~ 

E spot where the “try-out” was to take 

place was selected as carefully as the 
site for a circus tent. It was in full view of 
the flimsy pavilion, a roof and kajang walls 
held upon stakes. In this the Tunku Besar 
estaMlished himself, squatting on a mat. 
Back of him squatted Asayh and her four 
attendants, 

{ selected-the best trained among the 
elephants to play the part of the wild one 
in the first round. He was pushed, back 
first, up against a tree, and to his evident 
astonishment held there by two ather ele 
phants. I then directed the men who were 
to do the tying to slip off. 

The men slid on their stomachs and let 
go the ropes as they reached the ground. 
The first time the elephant rehearsing as a 
wild one lifted its foot, the noose-end of the 
rope was slipped around it and fastened to 
a tree. It called for quick work. The men 
in their agility were graceful as cats. 


All day long we were at it, rehearsing 
the animals, pair by pair, until there was 
no hitch. And all day long, except during 
the hours of greatest heat, our pavilion 
audience watched and cheered. 


The day after our rehearsal we started 
out at sunrise. There were fifty men on 
foot who were to surround the wild herd 
and keep it within a certain Imited area. 


Encireling the Quarry 


OUT two hours from the kampong we 
came upon the men who had been 
keeping the wild herd in sight. I gave the 
order for silence and lined up the fifty men 
who were to surround the wild elephants. 
I instructed them to extend the circle they 
would form to the other side of a smal! 
stream, since it was there I wanted to start 
the drive. I told them I would allow half an 
hour for the completion of the circle. 


I knew they could make a fair estimate 
of time by the changing angle at which the 
sunlight, sifting through the dense foliage, 
struck the leaves. When the half-hour had 
passed, they must close in very slowly and 
above all make no noise. But if, in spite 
of every care, the elephants got frightened 
and began to run toward them, they were 
to t the tom-toms, to shout and drive 
them back. After the talk I started them off. 


When I concluded that the surrounding 
must be complete, I gave the signal, and 
we started forward.

S WE advanced, an old bull faced us. 

The rest of the herd stood perfectly 
still, waiting for him to make the first move. 
There was no sound from him or from 
them.

It is the young that, in nine cases out of 
ten, start a stampede. 

I motioned the driv6r next me to close 
up on the old bull who now stood, head 
up, ears cocked, grumbling hoarsely. He 
was enraged. His head began to move 
from side to side. He rapped his trunk 
sharply on the ground and trumpeted shril- 
ly. 

We worked our way through the rest of 
the herd. I spoke distinctly, giving orders 
in a low tone to the driver of the elephant 
that was to work with the one I was on. 
Gradually we managed to get on 
side of the bull. I gave a low call to the 
drivers nearest us: “Take~eage; he wants 
to fight!” 

As we closed up on the old bull, he turned 
suddenly and tried to jab his tusks into 
Mie elephant on my left, but quick as a 


flash, he was met by a smashing blow from old bull in hand. 


E old bull was now venting his hoarse 

growl and shrill trumpet at the same 
time—rage and fear together, while the 
two tame beasts butted and jabbed without 
stopping. Realizing that he had got past 
noticing what took place on the ground, 
I sald to the men back of me: “Quick, get 
down; tie his two feet; tie tight to ve 
trees.” |

HE thirty men I sent out next morning 
under the headman, to finish the clear- 
ing begun the day before, were soon hard 
at work. Some of them cut the felled trees 
into logs to build stocks, others gathered 
palm leaves to make the roof and a dozen 
or more gathered cocoanut branches, soft 
bark and banana-plants on which to feed 
the elephants. On the day following, the 
sheds were ready, and I decided to begin 
with the old bull and put him first into the 
stocks. I found him “fighting mad.” His 
eyes were bloodshot and he rumbled rage 
with every breath. He was too dangcrous 
to tackle, dangerous for the men and the 
tame elephants as woll. I thought it best to 
let him stay tied to the tree for a day or 
two longer, to try the effect on him of solli- 
tude and hunger. 

In the meantime we got the more tract- 
able animals into the sheds. The method 
by which we did it was this: Two trained 
elephants were driven up to the wild one 
which was to be dealt with.

T a signal, the men quickly untied his 
left front foot and his right hind foot, 
pulled them forward and attached them 
to the stakes six feet in advance.

The old 
bull found himseif walking against his will. 
His trunk swung back and forth, but he 
was too exhausted to put any force in its 
swing. He kept up his perpetual growl. 
In about two hours we had him in a cov- 
ered stall. Two long, heavy stakes were 
driven into the ground. His head was 


forty-five and fifty. One of his tusks meas- 
ured almost four feet and the other four 
feet, two inches. He stood nine feet, eight 
and three-quarters inchs high and weighed 
all of three tons. 

I made the prediction that he would be- 
come very tame. This pleased the Sultan 
greatly and moreover it proved to be true.

Lore 
An examination made not long ago in 
London disclosed the fact that the largest 
eggs sold there came from Denmark. The 
Danish eggs, it appears, are the most popu- 
lar as well as the heaviest. The great ma- 
jority of them weigh more than two and 
one-half ounces. The average American egg 
has been found to weigh two and two-sev- 
enths ounces. The lightest Danish eggs 
weigh as much as the heaviest French eggs. 
This investigation classified the eggs as to 
country only. Some years ago American ob- 
servations were taken ag to breeds of hens. 
The North Carolina experiment station re- 
corded the weight of eggs that several hens 
of well-known breeds laid during a period 
of six months, It was found that the lare- 
est eggs were produced by light Brahmas, 
the average weight being two and one-half 
ounces. Pullets’ eggs did not exceed two

When they frst 
hacked out, then modeled, chip by chip 
with an adse; when they first were hung; 
why such substitutes for real bells ever, 
were thought of, and for how many years | 
they stayed in the tower—what would not 
Your Excellency and all students of Call- 
fornia Mission history give to know! 
Wooden bells? Yes! Today, safely stored 
behind the altar, are remarkably well-pro- 
portioned wooden bells, perhaps two and 
one-half feet high. Hollowed out like real 
bells, yet having no clappers, these inter- 
esting yet pitiful relics with leather thongs 
holding their weather-split forms together, 
tell eloquently of days when San Buena- 
ventura either was too poor to replace bells 
perchance broken, or wishful to seem to 
have its tower full of bells. 

“Two of the bells now in this tower were 
cast in 1781—the year before the Mission 
was established. San Francisco has a cross 
with the letter 8 below it. A chain through 
its single eyelet top holds up its approxi- 
mate 150 pounds. 

“Its mate, named for San Pedro de Alcan 
tara who, as you know, was the Spanish 
Franciscan guiding Santa Teresa and the 
founder of the Franciscan reform, has a 
cross of raised blocks and three eyelets for 
upholding. That weight does not always 
imply resonance is proved by this bell; be- 
cause, although weighing nearly twice as 
much as its year-mate, it has a peculiarly 
tinny sound. It resembles Santa Maria 
Madalena of San Diego Mission in its block 
lettering and figures. Both these Ventura 
bells are of indifferent workmanship, and 
this may be the reason why the founders 
did not label them. 

“These two bells may be those which, in 
1791, the Ventura padres refused to return 
to Santa Barbara, although that Mission 
claimed them as belonging there. Or they 
may be those of which a story is told. In 
Mission days a burly, grizzled old captain 
was seen to enter the church. With most 
determined air he drove before him lag- 
ging sailors. Prayers were offered; can- 
dies, many of them, were lighted. On leav- 
ing the Mission the captain explained: 

“"We were half way from Acapulco when 
we ran onto a hidden reef. And, as I live, 

it my ship didn’t slip off—unaided!’

“In drawing near the close of my letter 
I might add that it is not many years since 


‘these bells, wooden and metal, hung by 


But the massive hand- 
hewn beams succumbed to age and the ele 
ments; the tower itself needed overhauling. 
Therefore, new bell-supports and at least 
one iron chain take the place of the pictur- 
esque, awkward contrivances by which the 
Spanish padres held the bells steady 
enough to sound when their clappers were 
pulled by ropes extending to the ground 
floor of the tower. To look at old photo 
graphs of such poorly contrived bell-yokes 
and counter-weights brings tears; but one 
rejoices to find thongs supporting two of 
the bells today.”

ENTERTAINING FOR 
THE DEBUTANTE 


HE demands made today on the 

mother of a debutante are not near 

ly so great as in the past. Enter- 

taining has become less formal and 
less of an obligation. In fact, some of the 
most individually popular debutantes are 
girls who have not given any large or 
formal party at all. Naturally, however, it 
is to a girl's advantage to be spoken of 
as a graceful hostess, as well ds a charm- 
ing guest. 

Nevertheless the girl who attends parties 
but does not herself entertain is known as 
a debutante just as is her richer sister who 
can give elaboratesparties. She can have 
equally as good a time.

a range of casement windows should be cur- 
tained.

One of the most pleasing solutions to 
these questions is found in an arrangement 
such as is shown in the accompanying 
sketch, where the valance of bright-flow- 
ered chintz extends unbroken from end to 
end of the range with only a short one 
toned ruffle to finish it off. The rods which 
hold the valance in shape are curved at the 
ends so as to stand out four or five inches 


of the same material to match that 
valance, are also attached to the 
t the top so as to follow their curves. 
such length as just to clear 


when hanging straight, and tie 


them back at the level of the sill with sim- 
ple bands of the ruffle material. 

An arrangement like this calls for glase- 
curtains, of course. These are of gauze, 
full enough to form a few vertical but not 
deep folds, and drawn tight between - top 
and bottom rods on each window so that 
they open and close with the frame. 

Where the valance is thus pronounced in 
size, color and design, the same material 
may well be used elsewhere in the room. 
Repetition sufficient to create a feeling of 
complete dominance must be avoided, of 
course, but the use of the chintz in covering 
a chair or two will be an excellent idea. 
Other bits of color that will be needed can 
be variously supplied—fiower paintings on 
the walls may be used, and if the ledge is 
wide enough a few potted plants on the 
inner sills of the windows will be both ef- 
fective and appropriate.

By all means, let the toad 
use your garden as its habitation for you 
will be greatly rewarded. 


Street Trees 

In a large Canadian city a law has been 
passed placing control of street trees under 
an inspector who has full power over all 
phases of street tree planting. The mini- 
mum distance apart is set at thirty feet. 
When a new street ix to be planted it shall 
be of but one species. In supplementary 
planting the trees must be of the sort al- 
ready in the majority, if that sort be of an 
approved species. The inspector is em- 
powered to remove any tree that in bis 
judgment should come out. 


The Cork Oak 

Throughout all parts of California = the 
cork oak thrives, grows to large sizes and 
fime form. From the ocean front to the 
lower mountain tops it thrives in any kind 
of soll. it grows faster than our native 
evergreen oaks and so closely resembles 
them that few can tell the difference with- 
out looking at the trumk. As they are also 
hardier than our live oaks they are more 
desirable. Our State, from one end to the 
other, would be many times as attractive as 
it now is if we grew a thousand cork oaks 
where we now have but one. 


Cecobolo Wood 


Cocobolo, a valuable timber produced in 
Central America and southwestern Mexico, 


chiefly on the West Coast, is the product of 


at least three species of leguminous trees. 
namely, Dalbergia retusa, D. hypoleuca, and 
D. granadillo. The trees usually grow as 
an understory in hardwood forests and are 
widely scattered and difficult to obtain in 
any quantity. The wood, on account of it« 
hardness, beauty, ease of working, and re- 
sistance to moisture effects, is extensively 
used for manufacturing handles of knives. 
brushes, small tools, etc. The dust arising 
in working cocobolo wood is toxic to some 
people, but no injury is ever caused from 
handling the solid wood. No satisfactory 
substitute is known for cocobolo, although 
the American hickory is sometimes dyed 
red im imitation of the genulue material. 


Government Ant Syrup 

Several persons have asked for the for- 
mula of the government any syrup, which is 
given herewith. This is a slow poison so 
that instead of killing instantly, or even in 
a few hours, the effect is deliberate. This 
enables the ants to carry it to the nests and 
feed it to the queens and the young. In

benzoate of soda, 8.4 grams; Boil slowly for 
thirty minutes. Allow to cool. Dissolve 
sodium arsenite (C. I’..) 15 grams; In hot. 
water, one-half pint; 
solution to syrup and stir well. Add to the 
poisoned syrup: honey, 1% pounds. Mix 


thoroughly. 


Fieh Meal 

Do not apply fish meal or fish scrap to 
the garden.

E breeding of game chickens for fight- 

ing perposes is a national feature 

amonc the Latin races, hence cock 
fighting ix likewise a national sport. in 
Mexico, the Philippines. Cuba, Spain (and 
in large measures in our Southern States) 
pit games are bred for sport and nothing 
else, though of course the poorer speci- 
all find their way to the pot. in many 
States and countries cock fighting is pro 


throngs of men—a condition to no 
country is wholly exempt. Dubbing and 
trimming (cutting the comb off of males 
and removing the feathers on shanks and 
neck) is frowned down by many persons 
with little effect. It is “quite the thing” 
to duh male game birds eved though they 
are not intended for sport. Outside of ex- 
hibition games. the birds are bred irrespec- 
tive of standard color markings, the aim 
being to produce a race of fighting males 
in which courage. “grit.” staying quality, 
agility and “punch” shall be dominant. 
Birds answering to these requirements 
often bring “long” prices for sporting pur- 
As has already been suggested, the 
Latin countries are “long” on cock fighting. 
Next to the bull ring the cock pit is the 
most popular sporting institution in the life 
of the Spanish people. Many towns and 
villages have their cock pits, though in 
some of the cities cock fighting is no longer 
tolerated. In the Philippines, cock fighting 
is a Sunday pastime among the natives, the 
birds being matched wherever and when- 
ever it suits the convenience of their own- 
ers. In the Gulf States, and also in old 
Mexico, cock fights often represent big 
money, as large sums are wagered on the 
respective combatants. In the early — 
the sport was quite generally observed in 
Southern California, but since it has been 
declared an outlaw it is but little in evi- 
dence, and when indulged in, is enjoyed by 
its devotees in secret places. Our illustra- 
tion (taken from the London Feathered 
World) shows a cock and hen of the Span- 
ish Game Fowl, the former Yellow Duck- 
wing and the latter a Black hen. These birds 
are not so large as the Standard English 
Black Breasted Reds, the males weighing 
only three to four pounds, birds 
more than this being penalized by the 
“cockers.” Like all fighting games, they 
“come” in all colors, the only thing that 
counts in breeding birds being pedigree and 
performance. They are rather full and 
closely feathered, with long wings, hackles 
and high-flowiag tails, estimated to be 
“wirey” rather than muscular. Toes are 
thin and tapering. shanks sinewy and cleat . 
As a breed they are spirited and full of 
“raging pride” that brooks no interfering 
presence in the ring. The hens are morc 
docile, though their pugnacity is also quite 
pronounced. As egg producers they are not 
without consideration, an annual production 
of from 80 to 100 eggs per hen being not 
unusual. The Game breeds are quite hardy 
and present no difficulties in rearing other 
than are met with in either the American 
vr Mediterranean classes of poultry.

This may place a hard- 
ship on producer and owner, but that does 
not absolve him from the operation of the 
pure-food laws, which aim wo protect the 
ultimate consumer from the evil effects of 
tainted and adulterated food stuffs. From 
the report of the Bureau of Chemistry we 
learn that “On September 21, the United 
States Attorney for the northern district of 
Iilinois, acting upon a report by the Secre 
tary of Agriculture, filed in the District 
Court of the United States for said district, 
a libel for the seizure and condemnation 
of 400 cases of eggs remaining unsold in 
the original unbroken packages at Chica- 
go, Ill., alleging that the articles had been 
shipped by August 22, and trans 
ported from the State of Missouri into the 
State of Illinois, and charging adulteration 
in violation of the Food and Drugs Act: 

“Adulteration of the article was alleged 
im substance in the libel for the reason that 
it consisted in part of a decomposed ani- 
mal substance, and for the further reason 
that it consisted in part of a putrid animal 
substance. 

“On September 29, claimant, having ad- 
mitted the allegations of the libel and con- 
sented to the entry of decree, judgment of 
condemnation and forfeiture was entered, 
and it was ordered by the court that the 
produce be released to the said claimant 
upon the payment of the costs of the pro- 
ceedings and the execution of a bond in the 
sum of $1000 in conformity with Section 1° 
of the act. conditioned in part that the exes 
be candied under the supervision of this 
department. the bad portion destroyed and 
the good portion delivered to the claimant.” 

This certainly is a warning with a “kick” 
in it. To produce this quantity of hen fruit 
represented some effort on the part of pro- 
ducers and handlers as well as the hens. 
Moral: Gather eggs often, market often. 
and candle often, or Uncle Sam may give 
your business a bit of attention equally sig. 
nificant.

Desert, has been a sure and invariably safe 
activity that has paid its dividends year ip 

year out and which has maintained a 
of unbroken progress. 


It is not that other activities are to be 
placed in a dangerously doubtful class, for 
Imperial Valley is essentially a section de- 
signed by nature for a balanced and diversi. 
fied agriculture. It is simply a case of ex- 
perience having demonstrated that dairy 
farming is one kind of agricultural enter- 
prise that apparently cannot be overdone 
in the valley. Almost all the others have 
at one time or another been overdone—to 
the loss and discouragement of growers 
who have happened to be “plunging” in 
some “specialty” in what has turned out to 
be an ‘off” season. The growers as a whole 
have learned a valuable lesson about such 
things in the years gone by and the result 
is a much saner attitude with respect to 
their cropping operations. The “gambling” 
idea is being discarded in favor of conserva- 
tive planning of crop plantings. The grow- 
ers are less and less inclined to put all 
their eggs in one basket and more and 
more persuaded to put out in this favored 
area, where all crops make such a wonder- 
ful response, a greater variety of products. 
The experience of the dairy farmer, “sit- 
ting pretty” with his string of cows, his 
own fields of forage and feed and his 
little profit-bringing side issues like chick- 
ens and vegetable and fruit plots, has 
pointed the way to wisdom. 

Imperial Valley is in a peculiarly fortu 
mate position with respect to agricultural 
development and progress at this particu- 
lar time. Most of California outside of 
Imperial and a few other “lucky” areas is 
confronted with a rather desperate outlook 
with respect to water requirements for 
forthcoming crops, owing to several seasons 
of scant rainfall and the approaching de 
pletion of existing water resources. It will 
take the most careful planning and conser- 
vation to enable many well-established 
agricultural and horticultural districts to 
pull through until the weather man again 
condescends to bless the Golden State with 
a series of “wet” years to replenish irri- 
gation supplies. Imperial Valley, on the 
other hand, is absolutely independent of 
rainfall, of which it has or wants very 
little in any year, while deep-well pumps, 
the installation of which is being desperate- 
ly rushed in many districts, are an un- 
known quantity in this American Nile 


- Land. Imperial’s ample water supply 


comes from an inexhaustible source, and 
‘mammoth projects now shaping for the 
harneming of the Colorado River will not 
only make its “security doubly secure,” as 
one Imperial Valley enthusiast recently 
gut it, but will make possible an almost

ITH its fertile soil, favorable climate 

and abundance of cheap water, Im- 

perial Valley has much to boast of as 
an agricultural region, but notwithstanding; 
the fact that it is the winter garden spot 
the country and that its production of 
of its so-called “specialty” crops bor- 
on the phenomenal, it is as a dairy 
section that this greatest of America’s irri 
gated farm domains has made its most sub- 
stantial and permanent advances. 


Imperial Valley is well named. It is an 
empire in itself containing an irrigable area 
of approximately half a million acres, most- 
ly under cultivation, and bordering on the 
north a vast and fertile principality in 
Lower California, 200,000 acres of which is 
in crops (mostly cotton) and which is defi- 
nitely contributing to the development of 
the American Valley. In fact, it has come 
to be the custom to refer to “Imperial Val- 
ley, above and below the Mane,” when men- 
tion is made of the greater valley watered 
or capable of be watered from the Colo 
rado River and on each side of the 
international border in the same great 
basin.

The annual value of agricultural products 


in the valley in California (with which this 
article is solely concerned) exceeds that of 
many whole States in the Union. The 1920 
Federal census gave it at close to $30,000,- 
000. The valley contains six incorporated 
cities and several small villages. It has 
schools on a par with any in the State, 
boasting six high schools, a junior college 
and sixty-one grammar schools. Its business 
establishments are modern. Its communi- 
ty life is that of an old-established region. 
Its population is close to 60,000, according 
to the latest estimates. Twenty years ago 
the.area was a desert waste. Dairying has 
been a steady and never-failing contributor 
to this development. 


Interest in farm lands in the valley for 
a variety of purposes is just now being ac- 
centuated by the impending departure from 
the region of a considerable number of Ori- 
entals, barred by California's antialien land 
laws from ownership or leasing of lands in 
the State.

SOUTHLAND FOR COMING SEASON 


By VINCENT F. BLANCHARD, Assistant Farm Advisor, Los Angeles County 


BH several recent weeks of compara- 
tively warm weather in Southern Call- 
fornia forced deciduous fruit trees into 

early-growth activity. The trees bloomed 
at least two to three weeks earlier than 
usual. This is indeed an unfortunate con- 
dition, as there is still a possibility of kill- 
ing frosts. It would be advisable, in fact, 
for those growers who have access to heat- 
ers to place them in their orchards and 
protect the blossoms from the cold. 


It is still too early to foretell how large 
the crop will be during the 1924 season, 
even disregarding the frost hasard. The 
trees, generally speaking, have been in- 
jured. by the prolonged period of drought 
experienced during the past tw® years. 
The buds have been weakened to a great 
extent, tin Yact, there has 
able die-back of both buds and. wood in 
many orchards. The weakened condition 
of the trees will not only be felt during the 
present season, but in years to come. How- 
ever, there are probably many orchards 
which will come through this season and 
produce good crops of fruit. 


Those growers who produce good fruit 
will probably receive good prices. It has 
been reported that canners’ representatives 
are in the field trying to sign up contracts 
with growers for the 1924 crop and even 
for crops over a period of five years. 
Prices quoted apparently afte higher than 
either those of last year or the year before. 
This would indicate that the growers who 
are able to produce good fruit during this 
seasaqn will receive satisfactory figures. The 
holdover of canned and dried fruit has 
practically been cleaned up and the de 
mand seems to be getting better for fruits 
of all kinds. 

In view of the bility of good prices 
for fruit during 1924 season, it surely 


seems desirable for growers not to let up 
in taking care of their orchards. It has been 


observed that there are many orchards 
which have not even been pruned and the 
report has come that many of these are 
not to be pruned this season. 

The prolonged period of drought and the 
ghortage of water make conditions par- 
ticularly hard for producing good fruit: 
however, if the available water is used to 
ite best advantage, there is a ‘possibility 
of at least producing a fair amount of 
good fruit. Im the San Fernando Valley 
the city water system is permitting the use 
of twelve acre inches between now and 
November of this year. If heavy irriga- 
tion is given at the present time and the 
remainder is divided equally into two appii- 
cations, on being given about a month be- 
fore the crop is off and tif other after the 
crop has been harvested, there is a possi- 
bility of brian these trees through in at 
least fair condition. Particular attention 
should be given to a proper distribution of 
the available water. Instead of putting it 
into a few furrows and trying to get a 
deep penetration, it would be well to have 
many furrows and cover as great an area 
of the soil as possible. This is with the 
idea of reaching a greater number of feed- 
ing roots. 

In connection with the quality of fruit to 
be produced, it has been reported by repre- 
sentatives of spraying chemical companies 
that more spraying is being done in the 
San Fernando Valley than was anticipated. 
One representative of a spraying chemical 
company “stated that he had expected to 
sell only one car of spray material and 
much to his surprise orders came in for

snow in the mountains and the consequent 
curtailment of a supply of water in the 
canals of the Kings River system. Water- 
master C. L. Kaupke has been advising 
farmers who have pumps to pls: in 
operation at once, and has urging 
those without such equipment to install it 
where finances permit. 

It is a recognized fact that the utilization 
of the waters of Kings River for irrigation 
is a matter that has passed out of the 
realms of private enterprise and into the 
control of public organizations in the: form 
of irrigation districts, ditch companies, and 
variqus corporations which, through the 
investment of funds raised by assessments 
on ull the lands of the district, have been 
able to construct large systems of canals 
and works furnishing water to thousands 
of small users. In the same way it is 
coming to be recognized that the utiliga- 
tion of underground water cannot be left to 
the individual alone if the full possibilities 
of this immense supply are to be realized 
for the benefit of all the land in a given 


ares. 

The desirability of a pumping plant as 
an auxiliiary to the supply from gravity 
canals, especially in a year of shortage 
such as now confronts so much of the 
State, is now most apparent and the time 
is not far distant, many tirrigators say, 
when the directors of every trrigation dis- 
trict will have to seriously consider some 
plan for the listing of every pumping plant 
within the district and the administration 
of ali for the benefit of all the land after 
the plan siow followed with the canals. 
Methods for handling such a project’ are 
now freely discussed. 

The Stinson Irrigation district, lately 
formed in Fresno county, twenty-five miles 
southwest of Fresno, adjoining the towns 
of Helm and Burrel, is one district the 
managers of which have realized the ad- 
vantages to be attained by the investment 
of district funds in pumping plants owned 
and managed by the district. This is also 
true of the James Irrigation district, sur- 
rounding the town of San Joaquin. Work 
has been going on in the Stinson district 
for several months upon twenty or more 
pumping plante consisting of deep ‘wells 
fitted with electrically driven pumps, pat- 
terned after the water system of the James 
irrigation system on the James ranch. All

California experts recently gave out the 
lowing information: 


Large brands are expensive. Bold, un- 


sightly markings on ribs, rump, or shoul- 
der are still used by many stockmen, 
probably because they little realize that 
the leather must the scars. The 
object of branding is to establish ownership. 
A well-formed brand, six to seven inches 


high, accomplishes as much as one much 


larger. 


The College of Agriculture has recently 
received several samples of sole leather 


prepared by a large tannery in California 
which show strikingly the injury to the 
leather from branding. On the brand side 
of the tanned hide the markings show con- 
spicuously and often the outlines are clearly 
seen on the under side. Tanneries are 


rightfully urging stockmen not to use brands 


larger than necessary. It ia, well to recall 
that the hind part, that is the hips and 
rump, carries the most valuable hide, it 
being of even thickness and of compact 
fiber, making solid leather suited for sole 
stock. 
next in uniformity of thickness and value, 
while that on-the ribs is slightly less uni- 
form. The hide of the flank and belly is 
thin, of loose texture, hence of compara- 
tively low grade. 


When the tron is applied it should be red 
hot, for otherwise the brand is blurred and 
the iron must be held so long on the skin 
as to deaden the tissues well beyond the 
hide. Long or heayy-haired eattle require a 
much hotter iron than do short or thin- 
haired individuals. is well-nigh impos- 
sible to get the iron too hot. A brand -of 
moderate size on the ribs, placed well up 
towards the backbone, is preferable. When 
the animals so branded are rounded up the 
brand is readily seen. .

INDEPENDENT OF RAINFALL 


Of course, one of the greatest of all the 
advantages of Imperial Valley as an agri- 
cultural area is thai it does not depend upon 
rainfall in any degree whatever.

HELPFUL AGENCIES 


One agency that has begun to strongly 
emphasize the importance of dairying in the 
valley is the Farm Bureau. California 
stands in the forefront of all the States in 
its farm bureau activities, and Imperial 
Valley has an unusually live and active or- 
genization. It maintains a secretary-treas- 
urer, who acts as representative of the 
farmers in many important capacities, in- 
cluding efforts to secure needed legislation, 
advantageous rates and facilities for trans 
‘portation and profitable markets for prod- 
ucts of the farms. One of Imperial Valley's 
assistant farm advisors works exclusively 
with the dairymen. The Agricultural Ex- 
tension Service has been instrumenta] in 
encouraging the dairyman to buy better ani- 
mals, install better equipment and othtrwise 
improve the industry and place it on a more 
paying basis. The State University main- 
tains in the valley an experiment station 
at which all kinds of crops, including those 
useful to the dairyman, are given careful 
study under valley conditions, 

One of the newer activities of the farm 
bureau which is proving oft far- 
reaching importance two the  dairy- 
men is the work of a county cow- 
testing association. This association is now 
entering upon its second year with au ever- 
growing membership. Four inspectors are 
constahtly employed. By this means the 
dairymen are able to determine which mem- 
bers of thelr herds are “boarders” and 
which are paying « proft. The response of

On account of the pruners cutting back 
one of the test trees by mistake, the project 
is now abandoned, yet there is another fac- 
tor for this in that the whole orchard is 
now considerably lengthened out and the 
checks are not the same as when the work 
started. 

The test plot was pruned on October 3, 
1921 at the same time the Jap crew were 
pruning the whole grove. The head pruner 
started work on the checks at the same 
moment the test plot was started, yet the 
test plot was completed before he had fin- 
ished the first tree. Im other words, the 
four trees were completed by the thinning 
system, before one tree was done by the 
heading-back system. 

No other pruning was deemed necessary 
on the test plot until May 24, 1923, eighteen 
months later, when twenty minutes was 
spent in removing seven sucker growths, 
which were not wanted.
